SCENES WITHIN THE BUILDINGS. 


PuHILADELPaIA, Pa., April 27.—[ Special. ]}— 
The greatest fire Philadelphia has seen for 
many a day occurred tonight when the Cen- 
tral Variety Theater fell a prey to the flames 


for the third time in its existence. The seven- 


storied annex of the Philadelphia Times, A. 
K. McClure’s paper, is in the cellar a com- 
plete ruin, seven other buildings are demol- 
ished, and the central powerhouse of the 
Traction company is so badly injured that the 
Seventh and Ninth strects lines will be 
stopped for some days. 

The most serious part of the affair is that 
sixty persons are injured, but it is not be- 
lieved they will die. The loss is/a million or 
atrifle more, only a part of which was in- 
sured. , : 

There was a panic in the theater and nearly 
fifty persons, mostly occupants of the galleries, 
were hurt, none, however, seriously. They are:

Two Are Seriously Injured. 

The injured five only are serious. Two 
of these—brothers, named Queeny—inhaled 
flameand smoke. The members of the or- 
chestra were caught in at the tail end of the 
crowd and they were injured. The actors 
had just begun to dress, and in the alarm they 
caught up their clothing and rushed out the 
stage entrance. There are rumors at mid- 
night of five men being missing, but it is not 
thought any person is buried in the ruins. It 
was but the work of a few minutes when the 
theater was & mass of flames, and, being of 
such light material, the building soon col- 
lapsed, , , 

The flames beat in a great sheet against the 
big building of the Times annex, and soon 
that edifice was ablaze. To add to the terror 
of the situation, three terrific explosions oc- 
curred in the Times Building. The compos- 
itors and reporters and editors had forsaken 
their posts and reached the street in safety. 
Most of them lost their outer clothing. The 
explosions shattered the walis of the Times, 
and the great, tall walls tumbled, one on the 
power-houses of the Traction railway com- 
pany and the other into the street. 

Carried by the Sparks. 

The great heavy sparks and hot coals of 
wood were carried by the wind to the tap of 
the immense Continental Hotel, just a few 
doors above the Times annex. The hundreds 
of guests were in a panic and began to pack 
their goods, The fire brigade of the hotel 
took position on the roof of the hotel and del- 
uged it with water. By heroic efforts the 
building was saved. . f 

Cinders lodged in the cupola of the great 
postoffice building on Ninth street, and this 
was soon ablaze. Men had been on the watch 


for this, and the fire was quickly extinguished. . 


The Philadelphia Record (William M. Singer- 
ly’s paper) building also caught from 
sparks, but was saved by prompt work. The 
actors said to be missing belong to the Devil's 
Auction“ company, and are as follows: Will 
iam T. Brooks, Vincencina Chitten, Thomas 
Lorrella and his wife Flora Lorrella, Miss 
Fanchon Conyers, and Miss Goldman. 

An estimate of the loss at midnight places it 
at $1,000,000. The Times loses everything. 
Mr. William M. Singerly placed the Phila- 
delphia Record establishment and its complete 


machinery at their disposal, so that they will 


be enabled to issue a paper in the morning. 
The Devil's Auction seems to be an ill- 
fated show for Manager Gilmore. Four years 
ago, when the same spectacular piece had just 
returned from its winter campaign, the theater 
took fire and was destroyed. In this case all 
the scenery and costumes were lost, as were 
also the paraphernalia for the Sea King.“

The whole is insured at about two-thirds its 
value.

000; partially insured. Other losses aggregate 
$150,000. 


Mr. McLaughlin, the publisher of the Times, 


was seen late tonight. He was inclined to 
take his loss philosophically. He said the 
burned structure would be rebuilt at once, 
and in the meantime an effort will be made 
to get the paper out from the old IJimes build- 
ing at the corner of Eighth and Chestnut 
streets. As the confusion following the fire 
somewhat subsided the casualties were found 
to be more serious than at first supposed. 

Col. McClure was upon the card at the 
Grant banquet this evening to respond to the 
toast of “The Press, when word was brought 
him that the Times Building wes un fire, ana 
he went at once to the scene. He stood and 
watched the building, together with his library, 
go up in smoke, and then remarking that it 
was no use to stay there, as the building was 
doomed, returned to the banquet, 

It was not known positively up to a late 
hour whether or not any of the company 
which was performing at the Central were 
killed or injured, but it is reported that Will- 
iam L. Brooks, Vinceaita Chitten, Sarah Gold- 
mau, Thomas Lorella and his wife, Flora, and 
a Miss Conyers, all of wliom were connected 
with the company, were missing. Other mem- 
bers of the company made atourof the hos- 
pitals and private houses to which the injured 
had been taken, but were unable to find any 
of those mentioned. |

Prac- 
tically it was not braced and hence offered 
little resistance to the wind. So far as com-

When the Crash Came. 

| At 2 o’clock the wind was blowing in gusts 
from the southwest at short intervals and 
caused the collapse of a section of the south 
wall 100 feet long and 30 feet high. A few 
minutes later a wall pier gave way at the 
northwest corner of the pavilion. As it fell 
it carried the second one south of it, and so

wall. Sundown jumped into the sand by the 


outside, inside of which a distance of fifty 
feet were the truss posts for supporting the 
gallery. The gallery joists were laid and 
much of the flooring, All of this structure is 
leveled to the ground. The outer piers are 
destroyed, so is the gallery flooring and the 
main floor under the ruin. From appear- 
ances much of the material in the super- 
structure, including the truss posts and joists, 
is not damaged. While there is considerable 
loss of material the greater loss is in labor. 
As quickly as possible after the accident Mr. 
Agnew, the contractor, put his entire 
gang to bracing the balance of the 
construction of the buildmg, while a 
few men were put to work clearing 
away tho wreck. The entire fore will be put 
on this latter work at once and Mr. Agnew 
says he will have the wreck cleared away with- 
in two days. It is hardly probable that the 
damage will exceed $10,000 and this may be a 
very high figure. The wall was in almost the 
game cbnadition during the high wind some 
days ago, which blew the tower off the Illinois 
Building, and it stood. Braces which were 
then attached to the wall have, since been re- 
moved. It is probable that the accident was 
caused by this. The wind, coming as it did 
from the southwest, formed a sort of eddy 
around the northwest corner of the pavilion, 
and with no opening to work through over- 
balanced the first wall pier south of the 
pavilion its fall rather than any fact of the 
wind carried the rest of the structure with it. 

The Manufactures and Liberal Arts Hall 
is located near the center of the lake front, 
having the Government Building on the north. 
the Electrical Hall on the west, separated by 
acanal, and the Agricultural Hall on the 
south separated by a basin. 

What Contractor Agnew Says. 

Francis Agnew of Agnew & Co., the con- 
tractors, said last night regardimg the affair: 

*]T was in the center of the building at 
2 o’dlock, when I heard a crash at the south 
end. I ran up there, and first ascertained 
that there was no one seriously hurt. There 
werd two men who had jumped and one lit on 
top of the other. The under man was hurt, 
but not seriously, and was taken away by the 
patrol wagon. 

Then L put men at work clearing away the 
débris, and about ten minutes later a bigger 
crash came from the West Side of the build- 
ing at the south end. One pier fell after an- 
other, like a row of bricks standing on end 
close together and falling one at a time. 

“The wind was blowing a gale from the 
southwest, veering at times from south to 
west. It had been blowing so that all the 
men aloft had to come down. I putia large 
force of men at work at once cleaning up the 
débris as soon as it was known no one was 


hurt. The wind kept blowing all the after- 
noon. By night we had a quarter of the 
ruins cleared away. To-day we will 


have it all cleared up, and I think will have 
about five of the piers up again. There were

FOUR INDICTED FOR ASSAULT.

The Outcome of Some Trouble in the Pal- 
ace Hotel Three Weeks Ago. 

Indictments were returned by the grand 
jury yesterday against Charles P. and Fred M. 
Newberry of the Grand Palace Hotel on North 
Clark street; Loyal L. Smith, a young attor- 
ney in the office of G. W. & J. T. Kretzinger; 
and Harry Powers, who was a bartender in 
the hotel. 

The trouble grew out of an alleged assault 
made three weeks ago on J. R. Truman by 
the persons indicted, At ane time Truman 
was Charles P. Newberry’s confidential man 
in the operation of the hotel affairs. When 
the hotel case got into court Truman was 
called before a master in chancery to give evi- 
dence as to what he knew of fraud alleged to 
have been perpetrated by the Newberrys. 

One night later Newberry and his associates 
enticed Truman, he claims, to the hotel, where 
they locked him in a room, and the men in- 
dicted are accused of assaulting and threaten- 
ing to take his life unless he signed an affi- 
davit to the effect, that he had testified falsely 
before the master. At first he declined to do 
so, and, he claims, was violently beaten and 
finally compelled to sign the document. It 
was this which led to the indictments yester- 
day, but Charles P. Newberry was not to be 
found. 


HE DEMANDS AN INVESTIGATION. 


Chippewa Indian Commissioner Campbell 
Will Decline Secretary Noble's Request. 
Derrorr Crrx, Minn., April 27.— Special.] 

—The Hon. Francis Campbell, member of 

the Chippewa Indian Commission, was in 

town yesterday, and when asked concerning 
his removat from office said that he had been 

requested to resign by Secretary Noble in a 

letter which he had just received. Mr. Camp- 

bell added: 

My successor, Rockwell J. Flint. was nomi- 
nated and his appointment telegraphed abroad 
throughout the land before I was even aware of 
my dismissal. Ido not think my conduct war- 
rants the stigma cast upon it which is implied by 
the President's letter, and I shall not resign until 
a sufficient reason is given. I demand the fullest 
investigation into the affairs of my office. Had I 
not been asked in a way that would have implied 
that I was guilty of a crime I should have cheer- 


fully resigned.

Last winter he used to make a few pen- 
nies shoveling off sidewalks and managed to 
keep soul and body together by doing other 
small jobs.

‘Line, but Levees Still Firm. | 

Viexssure, Miss, April 27.—[Special.}— 
The facet that the Mississippi River from 
Memphis to the Gulf is gradually approaching 
extreme flood height is causing uneasiness in 
spite of positive knowledge-that the levees are 
stronger than at any previous time in their 
history and that anything like a general over- 
flow is practically impossible. Levee builders 
hold that no levee is absolutely safe while the 
water 1s against it, a theory established by the 
collapse of those which were supposed to be 
At present the most serious 
danger ig from hidden currents which 
may ermine a levee and let the 
river in on the land. Sterling, Ark., is thus 
threatened and so is Hard Scrabble levee in 
Tensas Parish, La. A crevasse at either place 
would be a serious disaster. With fair, calm 


son, the levees between Memphis and this 
city may be reasonably expected to withstand 
a flood as great as that of 1890, especially 
should the flood pass in less than thirty days. 
Below this city the outlook is more threaten- 
ing, and the belief is general that the pressure 
will reach its maximum between Baton Rouge 
and New Orleans, where the river is a foot or 
more below the highest water ever known.

CHEERS FUR CLEVELAND, 


Judge Williams’ Opening Address Brings 
Out Much Enthusixsm., 

Judge Williams rapped for order and when 
the convention reduced itself to comparative 
quiet he thanked them for the distinguished 
honor laid upon him for presiding over such a 
representative Democratic organization. 

We have assembled here.“ said the Judge, 
not as our predecessors have done, for the 
purpose of maintaining party organization, 
but, inspired by the overwhelming victory of 
1890, we are here to name the next Governor 
of Illinois [cheers], as wel! as the other State 
officers. Weare here to select delegates who 
will have the great responsibility of nominat- 
ing the next President and Vice-President of 
the United States. [Cheers.] We are here 
also to announce that declaration of principles 
upon which we propose to fight and win in 
this great contest. | Cheers. | The Committee on 
Resolutions will not be left tospeculate on un- 
certainties as to what the people want. The 
people themselves in 1890 pronounced: a ver- 
dict of guilty agaist the McKinley bill. 
[Applause.] The same principle which 
placed them in opposition to that iniquitous 
bill still exists—the patriotic idea of tariff 
reform put forth in 1888 by that idol of De- 
mocracy, Grover Cleveland.“ 

At this point the delegates and the “ ring- 
ers on the outside, as well as the crowd in 
the gaileries, including the ladies. gave vent 
toa blood-curdling yell of approval. which 
was continued until the Chairman himself felt 
called upon to interfere with his gavel. Con- 
tinuing, he said that this patriotic idea of 
tariff reform had not yet. been completely 
worked out, but would continue until every 
burden of unjust and unnecessary taxation 
shall have been removed from the shoulders 
of the people. : 

Talked of the Taxes, 

Williams said that in 1890 the Republicans 
took the dangerous ground that Congress had 
the power under the Constitution to levy a 
tariff to prohibit imports and defeat the col- 
lection of revenue; that Congress had the 
power to levy taxes to raise revenue not only 
for the government but for private indi- 
viduals. The McKinley bill increased taxes in 
the interest of the manufacturer, When that 
bill was before the committee the manu- 
facturers of the country appeared and upon 
their representations the taxes were increased, 
atiof which was an additional burden upon 
the people. 

Chairman Williams then went into a sta- 
tistic account of the importation of woolen 
goods with a statement of the home product, 
deducing therefrom an arguinent against the 
McKinley bill, which was a reproduction of 
the Democratic literature so plentifully 


sprinkled over the country since that bill was 


introduced. It is believed,” said Chairman 
Williams, that by taking the duty off of wool 
the manufacturers will use more wool and less 
rags in making woolen goods for the Amer- 
ican people. 

Showing Their Appreciation. 


In response to these sentiments the con ven- 
tion sent up a frantic yell, which had the 
effect of shutting off part of the Chairman's 
speech directed at the iniquities of protection. 
“I move the previous question, shouted a 
gentleman at the rear of the chamber. and 
there was another installment of whistles and 
cat-calls. ‘‘ Cut it short,“ shouted u delegate, 
and another one responled with a terrific 
“yap,”’ upon which there was further laugh- 
ter and confusion, 
I promise you I shall finish in two or three 
hours if you will just kéep still. I am inter- 
rupted by parties in the rear of the hall who 
ars not delegates, and they are requested to 
keep quiet.“ 3 | 

This retaliatory statement by the Chair ex- 
tracted trom the crowd some mild applause, 
and taking advantage of it Judge Williams 
was permitted to say: “If the government is 
to support one class of its citizens why not 
support all?“ This proposition met with 
Learty applause, and had · the Chair concluded 
his speech at this point he would have been a 
prime favorite, but he had his printed slip to 
follow and was betrayed into a continuance 
of his set argument.

Let us fight under 
the banner of Democracy and of tariff reform 
until we shall plant it upon the summit of vie- 
tory here in the Capitol of the State and in the 
capital of our country. 

This closed the actual spoken speech of 
Chairman Williams, and possibly it may not 
be in strict verbal accord with the printed 
speech which he distributed before the open- 
ing of tne convention and which would have 
been delivered had it not been for the harmo- 
nious discord which attended its delivery. 
Upon its close the convention broke into an 
outburst of violent cheers, but it was impos- 
sible to determine whether they were influ- 
enced by the principles enunciated in the 
speech or by the fact that the effort had at last 
come to an end. 

What is the order of the convention?“ in- 
quired Chairman Williams. 

Away out on the outskirts of the uproarious 


assemblage a single xoice pierced the confu- 


sion with a horrible yell, Stereotype the 
speech!“ Then again was the soul of Chair- 
man Williams harrowed by the derisive yells 
of the crowd. 


Cleveland’s Name Wildly Cheered., 


The speaker’s references to Cleveland were 
wildly cheered by the delegations from South- 
ern Illinois, also by a section of the delegates 
from the Seventh and Eighth Districts. The 
galleries took up the applause and prolonged 
it. It was noticeable, however, that the Cook 
County delegates and those from the counties 
around the State Capital maintained a sol- 
emn and impassive silence. As he proceeded 
to make a dreary statistical tariff argument 
the delegates became impatient and began 
stumping and making other n.anifestations of 
impatience. There were cries of Time!“ 
Time!“ on the part of the Cook County dele- 
gates and . — cheers from the Egyp- 
tian delegates. The only words that could be 
heard above the din were “the Republican 
party,” “‘ protected monopoly, the Ameri- 


can manufacturer, the price of woolen , 


goods. = 

Mr. Williams, who is a thin, weak little 
man, worked hard to make himself heard, but 
only an occasional sentence was audible 
or intelligible. Then the Cook County boys 
began to guy the speaker, telling him that he 
was talking through his hat; that he was “a 
bully boy,” and to hit him again. The South- 
erner had no appreciation of humor, but he 
had a full appreciation of the difficulties and 
cut short his address to the great satisfaction 
of the whole body of delegates. 


ORGANIZING THE CONVENTION. 


Cook County Gets a Good Share of All of 
the Places. 

James G. Strain was made Temporary Sec- 
retary, with several other able men as assist- 
ants —to wit: Theodore Nelson, John C. Schu- 
bert, Lawrence P. Boyle of Chicago and 
Charles C. Chain of the Eleventh. Cook had 
bagged three out of the five offices. The com- 
mittees of the convention were announced 
and Tom McNally wanted the convention to 
adjourn until 6 o’clock, A howl of dissent 
was heard and an amendment making the 
time 4 o’clock was lost, although Egypt and 
Cook voted together: “Riley of Will wanted 
Ax. adjournment until 9 o’clock tomor- 
row morning, but when an amend- 
ment makmg the hour 5:30 tonight 
was offered the men who make points 
of order were un their feet in au instant. Joe 
Mahoney led off with the remark that this 
was a business convention and wanted to get 
through with its work. He did not make 
inuch headway with his remarks because the 
convention was in a terrible uproar. 

He wanted arecess until 4:30 and an in- 
struction to the committees to report at that 
time. 

Jve Mann of Danville said the call was for 
a two-day session, so the convention would be 
a deliberative body and not a mob. Cheers. 
Nothing could be done here until the two 
Committees on Credentials should report. A 
recess was imperative. He protested against 
being taken off the floor to serve on commit- 
tees, a duty which was not sought, and want- 
ed an adjcurnment until morning. 

Let's cool off.“ said Joe; let's cool off; 
come here in the morning with cool heads 
and do the work before us in a creditable 
way. 

But Joseph's remarks did not meet with 
general favor, and his amendment was howled 
down. The substitute making tne time 4:30 
went through on a viva voce vote, greatly to 
the delight of the Altgeld men, who breathed 
easier.

chise by women he had official documents 
showing that such exercise of the franchise 
was beneficial in Wyoming, where women 
had the right to vote. | 

Mr. Samuel Smith (Liberal) moved the re- 
jection of the bill. He urged that female 
suffrage was introduced in Wyoming by acci- 
dent. Educated Americans, he said, were 
opposed to giving the franchise to women. 
The only forces that would benefit by the 
passage of the bill would be clericalism and 
socialism. 

Mr. Balfour favored the bill. He said he 
did not agree with those who held that it 
would be degrading for women to take part in 
politica. There were other women’s associa- 
tions, Mr. Baifour went on to say, including 
the Woman's Liberal Federation—here Mr.

The text, as it may in this 
case be called, is taken from Revelation, 
chapter 28, verse 18. Aud the sea gave up 
the dead which were in it, and they were judged, 
every man according to his works.“ A last 
judgment from Sir Frederick was hardly to 
be expected and some of his most devout ad- 
mirers turned away from the gloomy and 
awful scene, disappointed and shocked. But 
the work has been skillfully and strongly 
done, It cannot be denied that it is very 
striking iu its effects, half ghastly and half 
ludicrous. Many gazed upon it fascinated by 
its combination of horrors. Those who dis- 
liked it at first took another look, and no one 
who saw it can forget the impression it makes.

Mrs. J. Coleman Drayton, the second 
daughter, instead of being cut off with a shil- 
ling, as some people supposed she would be 
on account of the Borrowe scandal, will re- 
ceive fully as much asthe other daughters.

TO CONTROL ALL ELECTRIC ROADS, 


A Gigantic Trust Formed Which Already 
Controls the Bulk ofthe Lines, 

New York, April 27.—[Special.}]—Within 
the next few. weeks one of the largest trusts 
ever formed in this country will be under the 
management of the Edison General Electric 
company. The combination 
the Edison General Electric com- 
pany, the © Thomson-Houston Electric 
company, the Thomson- Houston Interna- 
tional company and the Fort Wayne Electric 
company is called the General Electric com: 
pany. When those back of the scheme first 
made application to the Legislature the au- 
dacity of their demands was pointed out. In 
spite of the exposure, however, the bill 
found supporters and was passed by 
both Houses. A little over a week 
ago it was signed by the Governor. 
The capital of the trust is $50,000,000, and its 
power will be tremendous, Its projectors 
when asking for a charter objected to the tax 
imposed by law in this State, and desired a 
special rate. The Legislature acquiesced to 
this modest request, and reduced the tax 
on its capital stock 
1 per cent. The consolidation of these pow- 
erful electric eompanies will be effected by J, 
Pierpont Morgan of Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
and H. Mek Twombley, brother-in-law of 
Cornelius Vanderbilt. 


The object of the trust is to obtain control | 


of the various trolley overhead wire railways 
systems, the electric lighting systems, and, in 
fact, the general electric business of the 
United States. The stockholders of the trust 
will meet the second week in May and 
elect permanént officers. Mr. Twombley is 
mentioned as a candidate for the Presidency 
and it is the general impression that he will 
secure the plum. It is -also stated that C. A. 
Coffin of Boston, general manager of the 
Thomson-Houston company, will occupy 
same position in the trust. 

For several months Mr. Twombley and 
Mr. Morgan, both large stockholders in the 
Thomson-Houston company, have been lay- 
ing plans to get control of the entire business. 
Shrewd management and skillful manipula- 
tions secured for them a controlling interest 
in the Edison and Thomson companies. Then 
they turned their attention to the Fort Wayne 
company, which was soon absorbed. ; 

A certain amount of the capital stock is 
preferred, and the company agrees to pay an 
annual dividend of a fixed percentage. The 
rest of the stock will be known as common 
stock and will earn a smaller dividend. It 
has been agreed to have only one head-

70 STRIKE SATURDAY | 


CHICAGO BOILERMAKERS ORDERED 


It Is Estimated Their Number Will Aegre- 
gate 1,200—They Ak for a Nine-Hour 
Day and That $2.75 Be the Minimum 
Daily Wage—A Big Ficht Between the 
Federation and Knights of Labor De- 

| elared to Be Impending—Other News of 
| the Labor Word. | 
A strike of serious proportions will be in- 


augurated in Chicago next Satarday after- 


noon. At that time more than 1,000 men em- 
ployed in boiler shops will be called out with 
the determination not to resume work until 
their demands have been granted. This will 
be the certain result of a meeting held by the 
employés yesterday afternoon at the Sherman 
House. Joseph Bee of the National Boiler 
Works presided, and John B. Murphy of the 
Great Western Steam Boiler Works acted as 
Secretary. It rested with this meeting whether 
there should be a strike. The manufacturers 
decided to take their chances and refused to 
grant the demands of their workmen. 

These demands were presented by a com- 
mittee consisting of Robert Valck, C. A. Me- 
Kenzie, and John Ryan, representing the Chi- 
cago branch of the International Brotherhood 
of Boiler Makers. They asked that they be 
given the nine hour day and that $2.75 be 


made the minimum of wages a day. The de- 
mand also provided that the men who are al- 


ready getting more than that amount should 


be allowed the nine hour day without any re- 


duction of wages. and the shorter hours 
should apply equally to the helpers and all 
em ployed in the boiler shops. 

The men say they are now working ten 
hours a day, and the standard wages are $2.75, 
although many have to work for less. They 
feel that their demands are reasonable, being 
for, but ohe hour less and for practically no 
increase iu wages, merely making the $2.75 
the in ip inum instead of the average. 

The tmanufacturers dig not reach, yester- 
day’s session with anything like a unanimous 
vote. A number of those who had themselves 
worked at one time in the shops were in 
favor of granting the demands of the men. 
The majority, however, ruled against this, and 
the committee from the union was told that 
the best that could be done would be to 
promise to listen to any modification of the 
demands which the union might care to 
make. But the committee refused themselves 
to make any modification, ‘and claimed that 
no time now remained in which to present the 
matter again to the union. They said the 
matter must now take its course, and that 
next Saturday afternoon allemployés in every 
boiler shop in Chicago, with the single excep- 
tion of the apprentice boys, would quit work. 
The number of strikers they estimate at 1,200, 
including 400 regular union members. They 


] claim that the union is financially able to con- 


tinue a long strike, as preparations have been 
made for it since June. 
| The new scale to be asked for by the print- 
ers in Chicago book and job offices, which is 
an advance of five cents per 1,000 ems from the 
present scale, began being present.d yester- 
day to employers.

The Federation and the Knights Again at 
Odds. 

A special meeting has been called for today 
of the Executive Board of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor at New York, from which, it 
is said, will be issued circulars to all labor 
bodies of the United States asking them to 
disregard the boycott now being conducted 


| against the twenty-one clothing manufactur- 


ers of Rochester, N. V., by the Knights of La- 
bor, Such an act will ptecipitate a bitter 
fight between the American Federation of La- 
bor and the Knights of Labor, the two most 
powerful labor bodies in the world. | 

It seetms incredible that such should be 
the case,”’ said a leading Chicago Knignt of 
Labor. but we have the best proof of it by 
wire today from New York. Tue Cuicago 
Taigung had a short special from Pittsburg 
recently intimating that it might happen. 
The twenty-one Rochester clothing manfactur- 
ers, the annual output of whose fac. 
tories is 512,000,000. who employed 
5,000 Knights of Labor, ocked 
out the Knights of Labor March 7, 1891. 
We. instituted a boycott against them. Six 
weeks later they offered to reéuniploy those 
5,000 persons if they would renounce their 
membership in the Knights of Labor. They 
did so on permission of the Master Workman 
of the Knights of Labor, but the boycott was 
still kept in force. The bitter fight resulting 
therefrom is known. They raised $166,000 to 
fight the boycott, and our officers were 
dragged through New York courts and prose- 
cuted for conspiracy, but the boycott. is still 
being vigorously pressed against them. 

Finding that they are losing the fight the 
manufacturers are enlisting the American 
Federation of Labor to aid them in their at- 
tempt to crush our order. 

A short time ago Henry Michaels, First 
Presidént of the Manufacturers’ Association, 
visited in New York Samuel Gompers, 
President of the American Federation of 
Labor, Immediately afterward Henry White, 
an Organizer and a General Auditor 
of the American Federation of Labor, went-to 
Rochester and attempted to organize into a 
union of the federation the 5,000 employés 
spoken of before. Those workinen refused 
to be 80 organized. White then organized 
into a union of the American Federation of 
Labor the foremen of the various shops. The 
foremen are they who employ, fix, advance, 
or reduce wages of and discharge employés, 
and they are really confidential agents of the 
manufacturers. This organization of fore- 
men was done with Gompers’ protection. 

Now, having formed that union of foremen, 
which is practically a union of the manu- 
facturers themsdlves, a special meeting has 
been called of the Executive Board 
American Federation of Labor which will in- 
dorse the formation of that union as one of 
employés, and circulars will be sent out ask- 
ing workingpeople everywhere to disregard 
the boycott of the Knights of Labor against 
those firms. It’s a dastardly move and will 
react on Gompets if he does it. The boycott 
of the Knights against these firms in- 
dorsed by the Farmers’ Alliance at, In- 
dianapolis session. We do not fear the out 
come for we are in the right, and Gompers 
and his friends, no matter how close they get 
to those wealthy manufacturers, only thereby 
sign their death warrant with the honest work- 
ingpeople of America.“

IT WAS A CLEVELAND DEFEAT. 


The Significance of the Republican Victory 
: in Khode Isi und. 

Since the Rhode Island election and the 
smashing defent of Cleveland and tariff re- 
form,“ the Democrats have been kept very 
busy explaining the cause thereof. The Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York Sun 
(Dein.) offers this solution: |

at I am talking about when I say 
that the Cleveland men made their elaborate 
contest for the sole purpose of being able to 
say that Cleveland, on a platform opposing 
free coinage of silver and favoring free 
trade, was the only Democrat who could carry 
the State. The * of the Cleveland men 
was arranged ae in advance, and its 
details were all known to the Republican 
managers. This plan was to have Cleveland 
enter the campaign as he did, and as soon as 
the Democrats had pulled out a victory (Which, 
unfortunately, they did not) to.send the an- 
nouncement broadcast that the ex-President, 
having demonstrated his ability to carry 
Rhode Isiand ot a free-trade platform, could 
of course carry the other New England States, 
and was therefore the only Democrat who 
could possibly be elected without the vote of 
the State of New York. So enthusiastic were 
the Cleveland men over their plan that they 
were able to persuade ex-Secretary Whitney 
to assist them. He had up to one month ago 
religiously held aloof from the Cleveland wor- 
shipers, but he finally became imbued with 
their confidence, and, in addition to uccom- 
panying the ex-President to Providence, he 
signed his name to a good-sized check for the 
purpose of helping the cause along. I have 
personal knowledge that the men who were 
managing the Cleveland campaign in Rhode 
Island raised the sum of $100,000, and spent 
it. This was done for the same reason that 
Cleveland was imported into the State, namely: 
to enable the friends of the Perpetual Candi- 
date to claim a Democratic victory as an 
achievement to be credited to the Cleveland 
cause alone. 


Democrats of Rhode Island are free traders, 
and the result leaves the Cleveland men with- 
out a New England peg to stand on. They 
were prepared to announce Democratic suc- 
cess as a demonstration that Cleveland could 
carry the New England States. The Demo- 
cratic defeat, it is equally plain, means that 
Cleveland cannot carry the New England 
States, or any of them, and that, consequent- 
ly, without New York he is noteven to be con- 
sidered as a possibility. The repudiation of 
Cleveland by the Democrats of New York and 
Rhode Island, and the lukewarmness shown 
for him in Massachusetts, means that in New 
England, where the candidate thought he was

he bettter educated families, especially 
those of the nobility, have somewhat out- 
grown this habit, bordering on superstition, 
and the images of the saints are slowly dis- 
appearing from the houses of the rich. No 
devout Russian will ever neglect the religious 
service on Sundays and holy days; the attend- 
ance in the churches, therefore, is always 
good, There are no organs in the churches, 
but a well-trained chorus of singers, the voices 
of which are most impressive; passages of the 
Bible are read in the old Slavonic language, 
that is not further from modern Russian than 
middle English from modern English. Ip 
this way even those who canndt read will gain 
arich knowledge of the Scriptures that will 
become deeply impressed on their minds. 
The doors of the churches are always open 
and many a passerby walks in for a silent 
prayer. Whoever is tormented by any woe or 
sorrow—the man troubled with business mat 
ters, or the mother with anxious cares, or the 
young girl in the perplexities of a first love 
will buy a candle at the church, light it at the 
chandelier and put it in front of the altar, 
while praying most fervently to the individual 
saint to give success in an enterprise, remove 
the cares, or sooth the heart's grief. The sale 
of these candles is a source of income to the 
church. According to their own taste the 
parents. choose these saints at the birth of their 
children, recommending this new-born soul 
to the especial care of the saint. Everybody 
ein praying addresses his personal saint, who 
is supposed to be the connecting link between 
the individual and God.

TO BUILD A HALL OF SCIENCE, 


Dr. D. K. Pierson’s Written Pledge to the 
Yankton College, South Dakota. 

Another college has been added to the long 
list of institutions that have received gifts 
from Dr. D. K. Pierson of this city. Dr. 
Pierson has given his written pledge to build 
for Yankton College, South Dakota, a science 
hall, with a chapel in one of the wings if de- 
sired, at a cost of $50,000, provided that by 
July 1. 1893, the college is. free from debt and 
has an endowment fund of $100,000. Friends 
of the college are confident that the money 


will ve raised, arid they are working like beav- 


ers to bring about the desired end. ‘The farm- 
ers in the vicinity of Yankton are dedicating 
acres of wheat to the cause. 

The new bujlding is to be called the Ward 
Hall of Science, in memory of the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph Ward, the first President of the col- 
lege.

Two hundred and seven students are 
enrolled, forty-two of them in the college de- 
partment. ore stadents can be secured as 
soon as the college can accommodate them.

luctance. Neither instructors nor fellow-students 
saw in the sergeant, reduced to the ranks, the 
germs of the first strategist of his time. 

The Civii War demonstrated that our country 

was singularly rich in excellent brigade, division, 
and corps commanders. It developed three or 
four officers capable of initiating and conducting 
military operations with immense forces and on a 
large field. but only one General. 
The thinking bayonets of citizen soldiers and 
thé invincible courage characteristic of Amer- 
icans gave the government the best armies which 
ever marched or fought. They were often under 
incompetent leaders, bat never demoralized or 
discouraged. They enlisted to save the Union 
and when at last they had a commander capable 
of directing their energies and planning their 
movements they, ata fearful sacrifice, but with 
unfailing faith, did save the Union. 

Grant at 40 was an unknown and unimportant 
citizen in a Western town; at 42 he was the hope 
of the army and the hero of popular imagination. 
Self-coufidence is the attribute of great men and 
of fools. By it the first illustrate their ability 
and the others demoustrate their folly. Grant 
was the most independént of Generals, and 
sult placed himin the front rank of the great 
Captains of the world.

But these same qualities, so creditable to his 
ingenuous and generous nature, became the chief 
sources of his mistakes and troubles amid the 
quicksands of political and business life.

The Experiences of a “Tribune” Corre. 
spondent with a Wyoming Blizzard— 


The Lightning’s Strong and Terrorizing 


Freaks—The Sleet Forms Icicles Over 
the Horses Eyes—A Lighted ‘Lantern 
Hung Under the Buggy to Prevent Feet 
from Freezing—The Trail Lost 


The following record of a journey from 
Douglas to Brown Springs, Wyo., is a leaf 
tro: the. nbte-book of Taz Trreune corre- 
igongeg®, on the trail of the soldiers who had 
. in charge the cattle- 
men captured at the 
T A ranch, near Fort 
McKinney. The dis- 
tance traveled was 
thirty-nine miles and 
it took eleven hours to 

make it. | 
The start was made 
from Douglas Tuesday 
night at 6 o’clock. The 
stage between the two 
points was twenty-four 
hours late, so it was 
decided to get a wagon 
GEORGE. and team, hiré a man 
thoroughly acquainted with the country as 
guide, and pull out for the fort, 150 miles 
away. George Tate. an old panther,” whose 
twenty years of manhood have been passed on 
the pom of Dakota, Minnesota, Wyoming, 
and Montana, proferred his services as guide 

and they werd at once accepted. | 

It was just 6 o’clock when George said “ get 
up!’? to a wiry team of bays that were to haul 
the travelers to Buffalo, or any point on the 
trail where they should intercept the troops. 
Half a mile from Douglas the Platte was 
crossed, and for three miles the trail skirted 
along the south bank of the river. n as 
they struck the Big Flat ttouble began to 
brew. It grew suddenly dark. Muttering of 
thunder and flashing of lightnimg came from

the hills in the distance. In five minutes the 
storm burst in its fury. Trickli streams 
became torrents, and draws that — been dry 
all winter were filled with rushing water. 

Then the wind changed, and before Fort 
Fetterman was tedached, twelve miles trom 
Douglas, the sleet succeeding the rain had 
turned into snow and the wind was almost 
blowing a hurricane. The road was soon lost 
to view to inexperienced eyes, but the man 
who held the reins knew hig business and on 
they went. Before passing Fort Fetterman, 
hieh is on a high knoll south of the river, it 
might be well to step in out of the suow, 80 to 


speak, and give a few facts about this one 
important but now deserted military post. It 
was built in 1867, and was named in honor of 


aj. Fetterman, who, in company with ninety- 
two more of Uncle Sam's soldiers, was massa 
2 in 68. five miles north of fort i 

earney. The fort“ pro 
hollow square, formed by eight adobe buildings. 
Four ee composed the garrison taken 
from the Third Cavalry and Fourth Infantry. 
In 1882 the fort was abandoned by the gov- 
ernment and now but one building remains. 
In a little adube structure jyst across the road 
lives William Werner, Fort Fetterman’ only 
resident. 


Froze the Horses’ Eyes. 


From the fort on the country is rolling, 
broken, and thickly covered with sagebrush. 
By and by the horses began to act strangely, 
leaving the beaten track whenever it wap dis- 
cernibie. ** Guess their eyes are frozen over,”’ 
said George as he jamped from the buggy. 
His guess was correct, for the sleet and snow 
had adhered to the long eyelashes and formed 
icicles four or five inches in length, complete- 
ly obscuring the animals’ vision. Five min- 
utes’ work restored their eyesight, and on they 
wort By 10 o’clock the “dry crossing of 
age Creek was reached. The creek at this 
ee runs about ten feet under the sand, bub. 
ling up a mile to the north in what are 
known as the “government water holes.“ 
These holes never dry up and the spot is al- 
ways chosen by troops for a cemping-ground. 
It was midnight when Sage Creek was 
reached, and the first house since leaving 
Fort Fetterman came | 
in sight. A wakeful 


~watcher hailed and in- 


quired for news of the 
stage driver, but re- 
ceived none. A cup of 
coffee, almost as strong 
as the wind, and on 
they went, expecting to 
make Brown Springs, 
twelve miles distant, 
by 2o’clock. But they 
were doomed to disap- 
pointment, and did not 
reach there until dawn 
was breaking over the 
mountain , tops, some- 
where in the neighbor- 
hood of | 5 o’clock. In SNOW GLASSES. 
that twelve miles the road wandered away no 
less than half a dozen times, and at one stage 
it looked as though they would be compelled 
to seek some ravine which would head off the 
wind and camp until daylight came to our re- 
lief. It was cold, bitter cold, too, the wind 
cutting with terrible force. Fortunately 
George had had the fofethought to insist on 
purchasing some snow glasses before leaving 
Buffalo, and to them more than any one other 
thing the safe outcome of the trip was dhe. 
‘Lhe glass isa peculiar thing, something en- 
tirely new in this country, and looks like 
this; 

They are unsightly looking things, the enor- 
mous lenses being composed of blue ising] abs, 
but they neutralize the sight-destroying glare 
of the snow, and are becoming popular. 7 

Up-hill for six or eight miles in the face of 
the blizzard the horses slowly plodded their 
way. They were nearly played, but stuck 
to their task manfully. Finaliy, the tep of 
Sage Creek Divide, 1,000 feet above the level 
of the surrounding country, was reached. Si- 
multanecusly with the end of the climb a 
furious blast of wind struck the buggy-tap, 
and down inte an eighth-foot ravine went 
team, vehicle, and ‘occupants. It took hälf 
an hour’s hard work to get the rig righted, 
and the rest of the trip was made with 
top at half-mast. 

Found the Lost Stage. 

When the hollow was reached they made a 
discovery, Under the sheltering wall of the 
ravine stood the missing stage.“ The 
stage is nothing more than an open “ buck- 
board with a seat big enough for two and 
room for the mail sack. On the seat, wrapped 
up in buffalo robes, shawls, and overcoats, 
lay Tuck,“ alias Bill Tucker, the stage dri v- 
er, covered with two inches of snow, and 
sleep: soundly. A vigorous 
aroused him.’ He soon told his gest Leav- 
ing Brown Springs at 6 o’clock, although he 
had passed over the road every other day for 
five years, he had lost us way. An effort to 
get back to the ranch at the Springs proved 
futile, the shifting snow obliterating nis 
tracks. and after wandering around for three 
— 1 had tied up to wait for daylight.

AFFAIRS ARE CHAOTIC IN VENEZUELA. 


Capt. Casey Reports in a Letter—What En- 
sign Welle Has Done for the Fair. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 27.—[Special. ]— 
The Navy Department received a letter today 
from Capt. Casey, commanding the Newark, 
now at La Guayta, in which reference was 
made to the chaotic condition of affairs in 
Venezuela. While Capt. Casey does not think 
that the crisis in that country is desperate he 
reports that there is considerable confusion. 
Our Consul at La Guayra, he says, is much 
alarmed about the situation, and in order to 
relieve his anxiety Capt. Casey says that he 
thinks it advisable to have the Newark re- 
tained there for the present. 

Ensign Roger Welles Jr., the World’s Fair 
Commissioner to certain West Indian col- 
onies, Guiana, and Venezuela, has just re- 
turned to this country, and reached Washing- 
ton today direct from Venezuela. He was in 
Venezuela only two or three days, as affairs 
were in such an abnormal condition that it 
was impossible to transact much business. 
In Bolivar everything was on a war footing. 
Troops are posted everywhere, and one tould

sentinel The wires were cut between the 
capital and the various encampments of the 
govern ment troops, so that the Capital City 
itself was without full and definite informa- 
tion as to the progress of affairs in the field. The 
officials at Bolivar were boasting that they 
would soon suppres: the rebellion, Yet on 
his way from Bolivar to La Guayra, where he 
embarked for home, he beard a good deal of 
bitter talk against the government, and saw 
many evidences of popular discontent. 

Ensign Welles reports that his mission in 
behalf of the World’s Faig was in the main 
successful, The various colonies and coun- 
tries which he visited evi great interest in 
the Exposition and most of them promised 
hearty codperation. Trinidad agreed to par- 
ticipate, promised an appropriation of 515, 
G00, and 8 a committee to arrange an 
exhibit, mercra also accepted the invita- 
tion and appropriated $20,000. Curacao re- 
sponded in like manner with an appropriation 
of 1,000 guilders. Dutch Guiana accepted 
the invitation most heartily, ‘the govern- 
ment making an appropriation of 15, 
000 guilders ana the. citizens promising 
te raise 56,000 
The exhibit of

French Guiana voted to participate, but will 
make no appropriation. From this colony 
will be sent a valuable collection of hard- 
woods, containing 175 specimens in all. Bar- 
badoes refused to respond favorably to the 
Commissioner’s advances on account of the 
colony’s dissatisfaction with the McKinley 
Tariff act. In Venezuela a friendly feelin

ine of providing for the preparation of ex- 
hibits. 

WILL EMPLOY THEIR OWN GUARDS. 


Trouble Likely to Follow the Action of 
Tanners—Oppose the Hatch Bill. 

Mitwavuxkesr, Wis., April 27.—[Special.]—A 
lengthy conference was held today between a 
committee of the employing tanners, Mayor 
Somers and Chief of Police Janssen, with 
reference to better police protection for the 
men who have taken the places of the strikers. 
The committee wanted ‘policemen to watch 
the homes of the men who are at work. The 
authorities informed them-that this was im- 
possible with the present ‘limited’ number of 
pelieemen, whereupon. the committee decided 
tdi employ a force of men to act as an escort 
to their non-union workmen and to guard 
their homes at night. These men will be 
armed with revolvers and will doubtless shoot 
if attacked, although they will have no police 
power whatever. 

The Chamber of Commerce today adopted 
a strong vrotest against the passage of the 
Hatch option bill which will. be sent to Wash- 
ington. Before taking up the protest for pas- 
sage President Bacon stated that Mr. Hatch 
was likely to soon call up the measure as a 
revenue bill. In a letter read by President 
Bacon Congressman Mitchell said that 
Mr. Hatch is quite ‘confident and predicts a 
two-thirds vote for the measure. 

In regard to the report from Oshkosh that 
he refused to confirm the election of Joseph 
Klorekner as Treasurer of the St. Vincent de 
Paul Congregation, Archbishop Kaiser said 
today that he had no personal objection to 
Mr. Klorekner, but he would not confirm him 
on account of the law passed at the Flenary 
Council in Baltimore. Mr. Klorekner is a 
Turner and it is on this account that he is re- 
jected.

They were so deeply engrossed 
in teaching monkeys to ride bicycles and to 
bow and smilie at the women, instructing birds 
to run a railroad train and collect fares, and 
showing off all these occomplishments to de- 
lighted dime museum audiences every where— 
that r Christopher Columbus and all 
thoughts of Columbian blue blood were lost 
in the shuffle.

“ California will soon lead all nations or 
sections in the production of wines and 
brandies, excepting, of course, France--and 
that its northern counties are sending out 
licht, dry, red, and white wines that only con- 
tain from 1 to 3 per cent more alcohol than 
the vin ordinaires of Bordeaux and the hocks 
of Germany and Hungary, and that these 
cheap Californias are being sold at many of 
our principal hotels and restaurants, whose 
proprietors themselves buy in bulk and bottle 
(and aré too honorable to aduiterate), dem- 
onstrate that these inviting and perfectly 
proper and harmless stimulants or beverages 
are pressing their honest way into public 
favor. From Southern California come the 
ports and sherries and madeiras and other excel- 
lent heavy sweet wines, which, while they may 
not yet rank in taste and bouquet with the im- 
ported and manufactured ones, they are ab- 
solutely pure and exceedingly medicinal and 
stimulative. Noone who has investigated this 
matter as I have, and who knows positively 
that not one bottle of still French wine in 
500 which lands in New York has not been 
suphisticated or tampered with in some in- 
sidiously artistic way, need be ashamed to en- 
tertain his guests with the wines of America. 
Apropos, it is a curious fact that during the 
years so many thousands of vineyards of France 
were destroyed by the phylioxera that dandy 
country sent out increasing quantities of 
wines, 

Mg port wine from Los Angeles County, 
Cal., is undqubtedly the purest and truest 
port used in this country. It is palatable, 
medicinal in its effects, and purer than any 

oporto that comes from foreign countries or 

t is manufactured in the cellars of import- 
houses in New York. The California 
sherry is also gaining in favor, not that it 
seems to possess the nutty flavor of the im- 
rted (manufactured) sherry, but that it is 
tomer wf to be absolutely pure. The excellence 
of the California productions exists in their ab- 
solute purity, but they lack either age or that 
artistic manipulation and sophistication which 
imparts to imported concoctions a mellow 
taste and an acceptable aroma. There isa 
nutty flavor to the so-called Duff Gordon that 
often pleases the senses or the imagination 
more than that of the unadulterated sherry of 
California; but, really, the former is actually 
guilty of much deleteriousness, while the lat- 
ter is only deemed deficient in high-bred 
quality—which <td be traced to its newness 
and to nothing else. 

No two wine-producing countries are pre- 
cisely alike, however, although there may be 
some similarity of climate in all, and often 
many similar conditions of soil, cultivation, 
and handling. California grapes are grown 
in all kinds of soil, at different. altitudes, and 
where there are dissimilar conditions of at- 
mosphere. Some of these conditions of cli- 
mate and soil and altitude favor France and 
Italy, some Germany ana Greece, and others 
Spain and Port and not a few of the 
Californin conditions favor F omg of those of 
the countries just named, So, tq a great ex- 
tent, the result in that State will be a new 
one, like the individuality of a new race of 
human beings.

. CHICAGO, BURLINGTON AND QUINCY. 


Shrinkage of Net Profits—The Effect of 
‘Hard, Competition. 

The Railroad Gazette publishes an interest- 
ing history of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad, comparing its statistics for 
1891 with those for 1883, For many years this 
great property was one of the most profitable 
railroads in the world. After paing 10 per 
cent dividends from 1865 to 1876 it paid 8 per 
cent from 1880 to 1888. In addition to these 
handsome returns to shareholders the com- 
pany was enabled to earn a large surplus each 
year. These surpluses coy ong upon the prop- 
erty, amounting in aggregate to 80, 
000,000, have since the ill-fated year of the 
strike proved a wise investment in im- 


provements and a needed defense in 


time of adversity, for, previous to 1888 
the maintenance of way and ail 
structures averaged ‘$1,080 per mile, and since 
that year only $658 has been spent. In 1891 
the dividends were 4½ per cent. The traf- 
fic for last year was a little leas in volume 
than for 1890, but working expenses were cut 
down so as to show a gain of rearly $400,000 
in net earnings, just about offsetting the in- 
crease in fixed charges. The additional rev- 
enue was due to the Burlington’s income 
from controlled lines. These yielded $1,308,- 
100 in 1891, as compared with $610,030 in 1890, 
The statistics of — subsidiary roads show 
the same gross earnings as in 1890, the gam 
growing entirely out of a decrease in working 
expenses, probably from a cutting down in 
maintenance of property. As this outside 
income had not vari materially for several 
years until 1891 the larger amount cannot be 
counted upon as certain for the future.

profit from operation 81 per cent. The average 
rates received do not differ much, the in- 
creased mileage having been built, as it turned 
out, much in advance uf the needs of the ter- 
ritory. That this was the result is of course 
partly owing to the rapid construction of com- 
peting lines. 

Though the Burlington cannot be expected 
again to pay its former dividends, yet the 
older lines of the compuhy are so strongly lo- 
cated as to assure & good share of traffic. The

RAPID DESTRUCTION OF A BAY 
CITY, MICH., ELEVATOR. 


Fire Makes Short Work of a Large Ware- 
house Filled with Merchandise—The 


Same Wind That Fanned Its Fury Fre- 


vented a Swread of the Element and 
Averted a More Disastrous Conflagra- 
tion—The Valet of a Missouri Millionaire 
Arrested for Robbing His Employer. 
Bay Crrr, Mich., April 27. —[(Special. }—Fire 
broke out in the Michigan Central grain ele- 
vators, located between the company’s freight 
house and its bridge crossing the Saginaw 
River, early this afternoon. In a shor’ time 
the structure and its contents were in ashes. 
The wind was blowing a gale from the south- 
eést and carried the flying cinders down the 
river away from all other property, else no 
human power could have stopped the prog- 
ress of the flames. The building was 
leased to Merrill, Fifield & Co., whole- 
sale grocers, who had it well filled 
with grain and provisions. Adjoining the 
elevator was a large coal-shed belonging to 
Young Bros., which. was also burned. There 
were about 500 tons of coal in the shed, but 
the firemen gained control of the flames in 
time to prevent its destruction Pitts & Cra- 
nage’s immense sawmill, lumber yards, and 
salt block were situated northeast of the burn- 
ing buildings, and it was with difficulty that 
they were saved. The wind shifted so that at 
at one time the flying cinders were carried di- 
rectly over the salt block. Even at 
Wheeler & Co.'s shipyard, half 
a mile away and across the river, 
the cinders set fite to buildings half a dozen 
times, but vigilant work on the part of em- 
ployés and the fire department saved their 
buildings. So strong was the wind that great 


sheets of the iron roofing were taken up while | 


redhot and carried hundreds of feet away, 
often falling in dangerous proximity to fire- 
men and spectators, It was thought that the 
railroad bridge would be burred. The fire 
delayed all trains several hours. The loss to 
the railroad company on the elevator is $82,- 
000, fully insured. Merrill, Fifield & Co.’s 
loss on stock is $25,000, Their insurance will 
not cover more thari half their loss. Young 
Bros’. loss is $3,000. They were partially in- 
sured.

Albert Scheffer is Pree 
ident of the insurance company and of the 
bank. Other men, I believe, are connected —— 
both companies. When the insurance cumpan 
decided to go out of business people began to 2 
afraid of the bank. and they began to withdraw 
deposits until the run upon it was precipitated. 
I understand that the bank was pre for the 
run and the depositors will get all tneir money. 
The Commercial Bank is solv — and ready to 
pay all obligations and the little flurry will not 
affect any other bank in St. Faul or elsewhere.

Wonders in the Equine Foot,

No wild beast can compare with the sea for 
mangling ite prey.

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Wyommg is to he extended across that ter- 
ritory up tothe Yellowstone Park to be in 
operation in time for the World’s Fair. This 
‘involves the construction of about 300 
miles of line through a mountainous 
country, whose cost cannot be less than 
$25,000 per mile exclusive of equipment. 
Doubtless the road will be built through the 
sale of bonds, as is the custom of the Burling- 
ton. As this line when it reaches the Yellow- 
stone Park will find itself in a sort of mount- 
ainous cul-de-sac, another extension is talked 
about, which, running north down the valley 
of the Big Horn River into Montana, will turn 
to the west, and finally reach Helena or Butte, 


a further distance of 500 miles of mountainous 


line. The Burlington directors may be relied 
upon not to tax the treasury too heavily all at 
once for these projected roads, yet it should 
not be forgotten that it is not easy for 
an energetic management to allow an un- 
profitable line to be built several hun- 
dred miles into Wyoming without say- 
ing to themselves that a few hun- 
dred miles further would carry the 
road into a! mining of other region where 
trafiic enough ‘to support the whole, it is sup- 
posed, could be had. The same motive which 
will carry the Burlington to the Yellowstone 
Park or into Montana may in its turn compe! 
the building of a further line to the Pacino 
coast. A long line of road always demands 
further extensions in order to secure more 
traffic to sustain it. 

The future of the Burlington will be infiu- 
enced to a great degree by the wiscom with 


which these inevitable extensions are entered 


upon. Mountainous railways, costing, say, 
$30,000 per mile, require an increase in net 
earnings of $1, 500 per mile, almost as much net 
earnings as the aver of the whole Burling- 
ton system, though the traffic turned over the 
old main lines would yield a part of the re- 
quired interest. Yet a glance at the table will 
prove that the traffic and profits on the Burl- 
ington have not kept pace with new mileage 
of late years. Further extensions will also i.- 
crease slightly the amount of bonds per mile 
on the whole n, W hile * the 
amount of stock.

It was observed by a Democrat the other day 
that the silence of the Republican papers re- 
garding Judge Altgeld’s candidacy meant that 
they looked upon him as an easy man to beat, 
and had no objection to the Democrats nominat- 
ing him. He reasoned well. While J 7 — 
Altgeld ir strong with certain undesirable q le- 
ments of the community, he is weak among 
those classes which cast the overwhelming 
majority of the votes. The Anarchists 
and Socialists will rally around this rich 
man who professes to be an anti-capitalist. 
The workers and strikers wiil be en- 
thusiastic for a rich man who will bleed at 
every pore. Those city Democrats who pay 
no taxes and think the community should take 
care of them—they form a large percentage 
of the party—will support gladly a man of 
Judge Altgeld’s peculiar views. The criminal 
classes will take kindly to a man who thinks 
that they are the victims of society rather 
than its enemies, sufferers from an arrested 
development for which they are not responsi- 
ble, and who should be tenderly cared for in 
asylums rather than be made to work in pris- 
ons. i 

It is often the case that a. nominee has no 
record and is a man of ambiguous views or no 
views at all. Such is not the case with Judge 
Altgeld, It is not necessary to go to vague 
political speeches or evasive letters to get his 
opinions. Said Job: 0 that mine adver- 
sary would write a book!“ The Democratic, 
candidate has been obliging enough to his op- 
ponents to do that, and his collected works 
will furnish the best ammunition to be used 
against him during the campaign. It is im- 
portant that the man who has as much to do 
with the legislation of the State as its Gov- 
ernor should not be controlled by theories 
which, harmless when held by a private infli- 


vidual, are dangerous When made a rule of ¢ 


tion by the Chief Executive of the State. 

The country voters of Illinois will know a 
great deal more about Judge Altgeld's idſo- 
syncrasies by November than they do now, 
and the more the rural Democrats learn of 
their candidate the less they will like him. 
He was forced on them by the machine Dem- 
crats of this city, who have clustered around 
him as the vultures do around a carcass, and 
the Democratic farmers will not be enthusi- 
astic for him.

If Judge Col- 
lins were not on the bench his descent from 
high ambitions to these entreaties for a com- 
passion vote would cause only amusement. 
But he is a Judge, ana has been an excellent 
one, and hence these perfurmances of his

This instruction business has been sadly 
overdone, In the first place no State con- 
vention has a right to instruct any delegates 
except those who are chosen at large. The 
district conventions alone can instruct the 
delegates who represent them. Furthermore 
instructions, no matter by whom given, should

| be taken as meaning merely that it was the 


belief of those who gave them at the time 
they were drawn that. the person named 
seemed to them the best man for the Presi- 
agency. But if the delegates thus instructed 
find, after they reach the convention and have 
conferred with men from other districts, that 
the man whom their constituents favor is not 
the best person, they should drop him, Tha: 
is what their constituents would do were they 
on the ground. 

There should be no instructions. The men 
who be upa convention should go there 
foot-1 with nothing to bias their judg- 
ments. y should make up their minds 
after they get together and not have them 
müde up for them before they meet. The 
men who are to be sent to Minneapolis froth 
thip State should not go there with their bal- 
lots written out for them by some boss or 
deputy boss, but should be instructed to dis- 
cuss the question with others, deliberate, in- 
vestigate, and consider, and then act as their 
ripest and maturest judgment dictates.” This 
is what the convention of New York should 
do. It ig practically what that of Pennsyl- 
vania has done. There should be no more in- 
structions given in advance of the meeting of 
the convention by bodies which cannot know 
what the situation will be when the con ven- 
tion meet. The delegates should go to Min- 
neapolis use their brains and not merely 
their lungs, If they will assemble there un- 
pledged and uninstructed, and také the time 
for ijielibdration which the importance of their 
mission, feserves, their conclusions will be 
such as to satisfy their party and will be rati- 
fied by the country. But if they meet at Min- 
neapolis to do without discussion or reflection 
what outsiders have bid them, they may find 
on their return that their constituents will not 
greet them with —

setting forth the condition and prospects of 
the college and the necessity of raising the 
Amount, and by the following grain pledge, 
which is inique enough to publish: 
—, 1892—In order to enable the 
trustees of Yankton College to secure the condi- 
tional gift) of $50,000 from Dr. D. K. Pearsons I 
hereby agtee to put in during the coming season 
+— acres pf —— for Yankton College, I further 
agree to sell this grain as soon as I can con- 
veniently do so and to pay over the proceeds to 
such persan as the trustees may designate to re- 
ceive the same. 


Yankton College was the first institution for 
higher education established in the Dakotas. 
It is now ten years old. It has accumulated 
property to the value of $130,000, but in main- 
taining itself and erecting its two buildings it 
hag incurted an indebtedness of 540.000. It is 
of ‘necessity A university struggling to get a 
foothold in a new State. Dr. Pearsons, who 
has an eye out for such worthy enterprises, 
has decided tp help it on certain conditions 
already stated, which are sure to be satisfied 
by cash from! those who can afford it on the

THE LOUISIANA VOTE. | 
The official votes for the several candidates 
for Governor in Louisiana are as follows: 


Foster, antidottery Democrat, 79,176; Mo- 
Enery, Democrat, 49,006; Leonard, regular 


Republican, 29,062; Breaux, custom-house Re- 
publican, 12,012; Tannehill, People’s party, 
8,479. Tannehill carried four parishes, Breaux 
two, Leonard eight, McEnery seven, and Fos- 
ter thirty-four. The total vote was 177,735, as 
compared with 188,728 in 1888, when two can- 
didates were running—Nicholls (Dem.) and 
Warmoth (Rep.), s snowing a falling off of 
10,898 votes. Foster has a plurality of 30,170 
over McEnery. The New Orleans Times- 
Democrat, analyzing the vote by parishes, 
confirms the speculation of Taz Trrsunsz that 
Foster’s large plurality was secured by negro. 
Republican votes. North and south of the 
Red River in the negro parishes Foster had a 
plurality of 32,663, the vote being: Foster, 
40,763; MeEnery, 8,100; Leonard, 3,687. In 
the rest of the State, where more than four- 
fifths of the white population reside, the vot- 
ing was close, the result being as follows: 
McEnery, 38,639; Foster, 38,507; Leonard, 
25,147. Hence there is no doubt that the 
votes which elected Foster Governor were 
negro votes. Equally the votes which have 
squeiched the lottery octopus were negro 
votes. Making allowances for the illegal vot- 
ing which always characterizes elections in 


that State, this election was the fairest for 


years, and it was the fairest because the negro 
vote was divided and the negro’s rights to 
vote were maintained by white Democrats. 


There is a grain of hope for the future in this 


situation. The white Democratic party is 
split in twain, and it may continue thus. If it 
should, both factions will make an effort to 
get the negro vote, as they are pretty evenly 
matched. In such a contingency the race 
issue would no longer figure in Louisiana pol- 
itios, and a new Republican party would ap- 
pear, a white-black party as against the old 
white Bourbons. 


SECRETARY FOSTER ON THE GOLD RE- 
SERVE. 

On the 12th of this month the Secretary of 
the Treasury appeared before the Judiciary 
committee of the House, which had been di- 
rected to inquire and report whether under the 
Resumption act of 1875 the Secretary of the 


Treasury— ¢ 

Has the right to use the proceeds of any moneys 
in the Treasury arising from the sale of bonds or 
otherwise, as authorised under Sec. 3 of said act, 
for any purpose other than those mentioned in 
said section. 

The section in question says that— 

To enable the Secretary to prepare and provide 
for redemption he is authorized to use any surplus 
revenues from time to time in tne Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, and to issue, sell, an 
dispose of, at not less than par in coin, the bonds 
described in the act of 1870 to the extent necessary 
to carry this act into effect, and touse the pro- 
ceeds for the purposes aforesaid. 

In his memorandum read to the committee, 
the Secretary said that Secretary Sherman 
sold for redemption purposes bonds to the 
net amount of $92,000,C00, and that since 1879 


legal-tender notes to the amount of $38,195,991 


had been redeemed. After recalling the fact 


that by the law of 1882 the Secretary was di- 
rected to discontinue the issue of gold. cer- 
tiflentes when the amount of gold coin and 
gold bullion in the Treasury reserved for the 
redemption of United States notes falls below 
one hundred million dollars,” he said: 


The money derived from the sale of bonds was 
ubtless applicable only to the redemption of 


f Gaited States notes, but the remainder accumu- 


lated from surplus revenues is available by the 

rms of the Redemption act itself only when 
not otherwiso | appropriated. It would seem, 
therefore, that while the Secretary may not issue 
gold certificates unless he have in the Treasury, 
at the time of such issue, a reserve of one hun- 
dred millions of gold available for the redemption 
of United States notes, he is under no obligation, 
except such as may be dictated by sound policy, 
to maintain a reserve of one hundred millions for 
the redemption of United States notes, but on the 
contrary may pay out the reserve for the ordinary 
expenses of the government, until there remains 
in the Treasury only the balance of the fund ac- 
cumulated by the sale of bonds, and this balance 
April 1, 1592, is ascertained to be $53,404,009, being 
the difference between $92,000,000 and $38,195,991 
used since Jan. 1, 1879, in the redemption of 
United States notes. 

Thereupon the Chairman of the committee 


called the Secretary’s attention to the fact 


that it is claimed there must always be in the 


Treasury a hundred millions for redemption 
purposes and read from the Congressional 
Record to show that such was the opinion of 
prominent Senators ten years ago. The Sec- 
retary admitted ia reply that the general im- 
pression was that that sum should be kept on 
hand always. It is known that it is his policy 
to maintain that reserve unimpaired, even 
though he may think the law does not re- 
quire it. 

‘There should not be two opinions as to the 
necessity for his doing so. If the legal tenders 
were redeemed when canceled the reserve 
fund might diminish gradually as the quantity 
outstanding lessened, But as the legal tenders 
are reissued as fast as redeemed the reserve 
should never be suffered to fall below a hun- 
According to 4 table submit- 
ted by the Secretary the greatest quantity of 
greenbacks presented for redemption in any 
one year was $6,863,000 in 1886. During the 
first three months of the present year the 
amount of redemption ws $4,010,000, or at 
the rate of $16,000,000 a year. Possibly the 
increased démand this year was due to the 
fear of the passage of the Free-Coinage bill 
and may be taken as an indication of the rush 
which would be made on the Treasury for 
gold if the silver dollars were to drop to their 
commercial value. 

As a question of law, however, the Secretary 
holds that he can use forty millions of the 
hundred millions to meet the ordinary de- 
mands of the government, and that the only 
portion which cannot be touched, except for 
the redemption of legal tenders, is the fifty- 
three millions left out of the ninety-two 
millions of bonds sold. He told the commit- 
tee also that he had a right to sell bonds to 
maintain resumption, but he did not discuss 
the question whether capitalists would buy 
with gold at their face value bonds the prin- 
cipal and interest of which were made pay- 
able in coin when coin might mean 
depreciated silver. 

The Secretary was also asked by the Chair- 
man, Mr. Culberson: 


“If I sho uld go to the Treasury and tender 80 


in legal-tender greenbacks under the law could 
you not redeem them in silver?’ 
Foster—“I think I could, as it is pay- 


able in coin.“ 
The That is my idea. Therefore 
back upon the current receipts of 
gold in Treasury and the current receipts of 
silver as well to ee 
8100. 000,000.“ : 

Secretary Foster—“ Yes, sir.” 

In of these statements as to what can 
be done under the law it is well that there 
is an ion whose policy is better 
than the law—an administration which pro- 
poses to redeem the green backs in gold and 
not in silver, and to keep a hundred millions 
in gold on hand for the purpose. But for sev- 
enteen years it has been the belief of the peo- 
ple that the legal-tender notes had to be re- 
dee. ned in gold if desired. That belief is as 
binding as auy law, and it should not be in the 
power of a President or a Secretary to act 
contrary to it and to redeem the greenbacks 
in depreciated silver, 


PUT A GERMAN-AMERICAN ON THE RE- 
PUBLICAN STATE TICKET. 

There is foreé in the remark of a veteran 
Republican quoted in the local columns of 
Tun Tarsune that it would be great folly for 
the Republican State convention to name a 
ticket for State officers next week on which the 
German-Americans should not be properly 
represented, It would be a departure from 
the precedents of the party which would im- 
peril the suecess of the party candidates. The 
German-Americans have, as a rule, been loyal 


to the Republican party in this State. They. 
were among the first to rally to its support 


when Lincoln became the leader. They as- 
sisted in the organization of the party. They 


_ voted with the Republicans for Grant, Logan, 


Garfield, and Harrison. On some local issues 


they differed from the local party leaders, But 


in national elections they have always been 
loyal Republicans. No action should be taken 
at this juncture to estrange them from the 
party. To ignore their claims for represen- 
tation on the ticket might be a cause for es- 
trangement. The German Democratic news- 
papers—particularly the Miinois Staats-Zei- 
tung—would ring the changes on it and utilize 
the mistake to the detriment of the whole Re- 
publican ticket. The German-American Dem- 
ocratic organs are saying nothing now. They 
hope that the Republicans will make the mis- 
take referred to, so that they may have the 
benefit of it, 

The responsible Republican leaders of the 
State should take warning. ‘hey should 
avoid giving offense to the German-American 
Republicans, The latter have put torward as 
tneir candidate Mr. Stassen of. Will County as 
a candidate for Auditor. He is said to be an 
excellent gentleman, popular with the people 
of his own race, an efficient publicservant, and 
a thoroughly honorable man. He would make 
an acceptable candidate for the office which he 
seeks. : 

It is absurd to speak of Henry L. Hertz as a 
German-American, He may be of German 
descent, but he is not recognized as a repre- 
sentative of the German element. He does 
not pretend to be that. His nomination for 
the State Treasurership is urged by the Re- 
publicans of Cook County as their representa- 
tive on the ticket, It is not urged om race or 
religious grounds. It is urged because of his 
fitness for the place and because he is the se- 
lected representative of a majority of the Re- 
publicans in this section of the State. As 


such he -ought to be nominated. But Mr. 


Stassen or some other representative German- 
American ought also to have a place on the 
Republican State ticket. 


At the last meeting of the Council an ordi- 
nance was passed authorizing the issue of 
bonds to the amount of a million dollars, pay- 
able out of the water revenues, for the pur- 
pose of extending the mains. This was done 
because the property-owners refused to ad- 
vance the money for laying pipes, though pro- 
vision had been made for its repayment with 
interest. The work of pipe-laying had come 
to astandstill, It is estimated now by the

demand for seventy-five miles of pipe, at a 
cost of $8,000 a mile, and it is believed that 
when it becomes known that a million dol- 
lars is available demands for extensions will 
pour in, which would swallow up three million 
dollars. This 1s not unlikely. | Individuals 
who would not advance a cent, even when in- 
terest was paid theta, to have water pipes laid 
will be eager in their demands when the city 
provides the money. It is evident that there 
cannot be a crying need of water on the part 
of such persons. Therefore the city should 
use its fund as far as possible not for the bene- 
fit of speculative owners of property but for 
that of the consumers of water. In some 
cases it is important that the present small 
mains should be replaced by larger ones, not 
metely to give more water to private con- 


sumers but to get a better supply in case of 


fire. There are some parts of Hyde Park 
where it is believed this should be done. As 
the city has pledged its future water revenues 
to the extent of a million dollars it Mught to 
use that sum in the most judicious manner 
possible.

The latter amount is but $1,000,000 short of 
what the World’s Fair people are asking Con- 
to appropriate as a virtual stockholder, 
n case it should do so the return on such an 
appropriation is estimated as being between 
87 ana 100 per cent on the investment. Tak- 
ing this view of the case Congress, with the 
amount paid back on the appropriation and 
the estimated amount it would realize from 
the coins, will be an outright winner of sev- 
eral million dollars.
